THE MANCHURIAN CONFLICT 


Prepared by Joseph Barnes, American Council, Institute of Pacific Relations 


SINCE SEPTEMBER OF LAST YEAR, when the Japanese army occupied 
Manchuria, the rest of the world has followed closely the development 
of events in that troubled area. Manchuria is rich in natural resources 
and important to Japan, Russia, and China. The struggle for its con- 
trol is subjecting the world’s peace machinery to its most severe test 
since 1918. Opinions differ as to the results of this test, but it is in any 
case of very large interest to those who are concerned with the pres- 
ervation of peace in the modern world. 

Owen Lattimore’s latest book, Manchuria, cradle of conflict, al- 
though recently written, refers to the present conflict only in foot- 
notes. It gives the background of the struggle between three great 
civilizations, China, Russia, and Japan, in thoughtful and understand- 
ing terms. Sokolsky, writing on a background of many years of resi- 
dence in China, brings the account of the conflict up to date in The 
tinderbox of Asia, giving special treatment to China, Japan, Russia, 
and the United States in their relations to the basic issues at stake. 

The pressures which impinge upon Manchuria can be understood 
only through study of the countries which surround it. Dr. Nitobé, 
one of the best-known liberal statesmen in Japan, now a visitor in this 
country, has written a clear interpretation for western minds of the 
modern ideals of his country in Japan. Moulton and Orchard concern 
themselves with the economic and industrial situation in Japan. Moul- 
ton’s book, Japan: an economic and financial appraisal, has valuable 
statistical appendices. 

In describing the course of The Chinese revolution, Professor Hol- 
combe has much to say of the relationship of Manchuria to China’s 
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troubled history. It is a sympathetic and reliable description of the 
attempt to establish a stable republic in China. Grover Clark, former 
editor of an influential paper in Peiping, has written a valuable account 
of Economic rivalries in China. It includes a full treatment of the 
economic aspect of the Japanese policy in Manchuria. 

The Proceedings of the Institute of Pacific Relations, an organiza- 
tion which brought Japanese and Chinese together around a confer- 
ence table while the early fighting was going on in Manchuria last fall, 
have been edited by Bruno Lasker and published as Problems of the 
Pacific, 1931. They present in compact form the results of much re- 
search work and of three weeks of round-table discussion on most of 
the problems which bulk large in the Far East today. Chapters on 
China’s foreign relations, Diplomatic machinery in the Pacific, and 
China’s industrial development are of particular interest as supplying 
a necessary background for the Manchurian problem.

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THE WORLD OF SCHOLARSHIP HAS ALREADY WELCOMED the first vol- 
umes of the catalogs of the British Museum and of the Bibliothéque 
Nationale. The appearance of the first volume of the Gesamtkatalog 
der Preussischen Bibliotheken* is, therefore, of peculiar significance, 
for it means that there is now—or shortly will be—available compre- 
hensive listings of the work of writers in the three major languages. 
The Gesamtkatalog is perhaps an even more ambitious effort than 
are the other two national bibliographies for, as its title suggests, it 
lists the holdings not only of the largest German library—the Preus- 
sische Staatsbibliothek in Berlin—but also those of fifteen other great 
Prussian libraries, the sixteen having total resources of over seven 
million volumes. In addition, the holdings of the Bavarian State 
Library and of the National Library of Vienna are indicated where 
these coincide with those of the sixteen Prussian libraries. 

Each of the volumes of the Gesamtkatalog is planned for not less 
than 480 pages of two columns each, twenty entries toa column. The 
completed catalog will comprise 150 volumes and will consequently be 
a list of nearly three million titles. 


The importance and significance of a work of such scope and mag- 
nitude can hardly be overestimated. The Gesamtkatalog will facilitate 
and assist scholarly work everywhere, it will lighten the work of libra- 
ries in many directions, and it will take its place with the catalogs of 
the British Museum and the Bibliotheque Nationale as one of the truly 
outstanding bibliographical achievements.
